On Saturcav, Feb. 12, the Detroit Society for Genealogical 
arch not oniy had the pleasant privilege cf holding its regular meeting once 
in ths newly decorated auditorium of the Detroit Public Library, but also had 
stimulating pleasure of listening to Miss Thelma G. James, Associate Professor 
the English Devartment of Wayne University, as she talked on "Folk Lore in De- 
it and Michizan." Much as a genealogist seeks to trace his ancestry, so Miss 
is engaged in following to their origin songs, riddles, proverbs, locutions, 
legor.ds ond superstitions, together with their regional and chronological va iations. 
She «lso includes in her research cures, charms, games, dances, enc, in short, any- 
thing that folk do, sey, or think which constitute our common heritage. She is ever 
on the alert for material to add to her already voluminous files. Every bus ride, 
every mingling with crowds or any chance individual encounter may provide an oppor- 
tunity to gather some new item of interest. Detroit, with its variety of cultural, 
religious, sociological, snd ethnic groups, rrovides a fertile field which she con- 
stantly cultivates for material to enrich her store. She reminded us in rhyme that 
"Geography ~ is maps.........Biofraphy is chaps," 
but even so all cheps are folk and their lore is distributed over all the maps, 
with mutations varying with tbe location.

CHERISHED HEIRLOOIS covered two large tables and hung from display recks at the 
March meeting of the Society. lotices of this meeting had contained a request that 
each member Lring some article which had been in his family for generations. Mrs. 
H. Be Kellogg presided end was assisted by Miss Lowell. Esch article bore a ticket 
with the name of the owner upon it, and as Mrs. Kellogg called the name the exhibit- 
or came forward and told the history of the picce, together with a brief genealogic- 
al sketch of the original owner showing his relation to the speaker. There were 17th 
and 18th century books, old letters, legal documents, o!d glass chine and family 
table silver (including an exquisitely cesigned frog-leg server), hair jewelry, hand 
woven coverlets and pisced quilts, snd pictures.

This was corroborated by 4 por- 
trait of the ancestral ovmer carrying the identical article, Also noteworthy was 
Miss Old's copy of an issue of the Ulster County Gazette in the yeer 1800. Interest 
as divided betveen « deed bearing the name of an ancestor of Mr. Austin, one Elizs 
Boudinot, end Mr. Austin's demonstration of the derivetion of the term “incenture" 
as applied to all deeds.

A RUMSEY-CRITTENDEN HISTONY 
Written by Mariotte C. Crittenden April 11, 1907

My Dear Daughter, 


As you requested I will try to give a little account of my early life here in Michi- 
gene I wes quite ge when my parents concluded to try the perils and privetions 
of pioneer life. ‘+o go to Michigan was like leaving tho world almost snd my mother 
could not be brought to think it advisable but as my fethor thought thet such a 
course was the only one to pursue, she of course consented, I was six years old in 
February 1831. In October of tho same year we loft Vermont. The Canal was the only 
avenue of travel for people with luggsge. "“Jhitehnll was the starting point and there 
was a delay of almost e day which was spent at an hotol, waiting for tho bont's car- 
go to be loaded. I mention this bocause of a little incident thot was ofterward re- 
called. The leandledy hed a visitor from New York City, a nieco, I think. She felt 
quite compassionate toward us. Among other little souvenirs she gnve me two little 
pats of soeds, eight or ten in each, saying they were not cultivated flowers but 

for fruit because thoy wero so pretty looking. One was "Love Apple" and the othor 
"Golden Apple" seod. When wo got a garden father plante the wondorful apple seods. 
The growth wes wondorful, great red and yollow globes of fruit, but tho odor was so 
objectionable thxt he would have no more of them. He often rogretted that he had 
not known their good qualities in a country where cranborries and wild plums wore 
the only fruit. . . . I have sometimes thought that I had some of those carly tomn- 
to seeds myself. 


In western New York father had reletives, Willism Rumsoy, © sister Mrs. Herrick and 
the families of his two elder sisters, nar decensed, Their names wore Churchill and 
Bennet. While the goods wont on to Buffalo, our folks took stage end went to Brtavin 
and Bethany. On the way there was pointed out to us the femous Elm tree, the most 
gigantic in Now York, and it was bige Thoero also wero tho first ponchos my folks 
over SOWe 


At Buffalo fnther, with eight hundred othor omigrrents engnged passage to Detroit on 
board the steambort "Suporior,” the largest then on the lcke ond fortunately as the 
soquol proved, prid for borrd too, most of the people boarded thomsolves. In going 
up the leke tho stenmer was obliged to stop at a placo called Black Rivor. ‘Whethr 
for wood or passenger, I don't know. In going into the harbor we mot tho stonmbont 
"“Honry Cley" coming out. Thore was an ill feoling betwoon the captrins of tho tw 
vessols end the Henry Clay instead of koeping to the right rccording to oll rules, 
veered across tho bows snd toro way bow-sprit, one wheol house end broke the smoke- 
stack. The Henry Clay steamed right on, and there wo woro, quito a sea on, tho bont 
incaprble of moving forward just rollod in the svioll and every loll dippod » wave 
that surged over the lower dock. Thore vas screcching end scronming to be romember- 
od. The stcamer wes finnlly brought inside by cable snd cnpstan. Here our progross 
wes dolnycd eight drys waiting for some craft to come in so to sendto Buffrlo for 
smokosteck and repairs, thon the wait for somo bort that would stop ot Blnck Rivor 
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with such. It was reported thet the country was scoured for thirty milos to Pot 
supplics of provisions, the country spersely settled, end many just moved in. A 
last tho repairs came and once more the Supcrior was under waoye 


Going up Detroit River, Fort Maldon wes pointed out to mo. On tho Cannde sido I 
woll remem sr how uko rod-conted sentry looked morching up and down their bents. At 
Detroit my mother and I were put abosrd a stage-coach for Ann Arbor where Uncle Eon- 
ry Puinsoy lived. Fethor stayed behind to come on to Seline with the house-hold goodse 
I romerber how pelo and thin the driver of the coach looked and too, he wes sort of 
& crippic - one foot being fitted with an iron fixture sevornl inches initength. And

suth a span.of enn We woro the only occupants of the coach «fter a little, ond 


such a rough ron aftor a time wo wore banged about fearfully. Mother wondcred 
viet made she driver go so fast. The speed lessened, we wore going up 2 long stcep 
hill, a«aho t thet timo the driver pessed by catching up the reins where they hed been 


arecg ug on tne ground he cxplained that he h-d beon thrown off his sent by the 
rou,yunese of the roea and if the hill climb had not checked the spocd, so ceught tho 
lises, we would heve been kilicd as the horses would certainly run away, which they 


Qlimost did es it wise I nevor forgot tho look on that seared white face. At that, 
we reeched £an Arbor. Stage stopped st the P. O. st the river then took us up to 


Un-io se i well romember tho giant forest trees thet loomed up on esithor side of the 

wey, Thet way is now one of tho main strects of the city. The treos until lato 
yor>s were elmost in the center of tho street. The line ferece by the rondwry past 
neie‘s farm is now the University grounds. 


91's lnnd was in Seline. An old batcholor sequaintance hed located land ndjoin- 
inj. His name wes Levi Webstore. He hed started buildinrs » house and enrlicr had 
onv conmietede So our people wore cccommodeated there for six weoks, while tho “leb- 
stur house wes boing completed. Soon eftcr our folks wero housed. 


— Grendfethor Crittenden's people came in. He brought quite . colony. His bro- 
or-in-law Pertridgo and wifc, Aunt Parley and five children. His f<ther and moth- 
or Crittenden's two hirod mon, which compnny with nis cvm wife end six children made 
somcthing of en additicn to the placs. They wore domiciled still further awey. Our 
host's namo wes George Mills. Thoir's wes Robert Mills. ‘lo staid in the Webster 
hom: until spring. 1en our house was completed, if it could be so called with pun- 
checen floor and shake roof. Theso wore soon bettorcd however. Our people pnid their 
rent to Wouster by borrding him. He wes 2 character. . » « His mind cvidently took 
© rcligious turn. Once after some days absence, he came home full of zeal. He wes 
going .s 9 missionsry to convert the heathen of Now England, and showed 2 new Biblo, 
red cover, gilt cdges. Ho explained that the hecthen of Now England could be attracte- 
ed b: bright colors, snd would be more apt to belicsvo tho truth. 





Be thot cs it may, I was most strongly attrectod by the now Bibloe The old Bible 

hed thoso drordful “esses,” I could not sbido thom. ‘Jebster geve me lenve to rocd 
his book and I certsinly did take advantsge of the privilege. That wintor I wes sov- 
en yerrs old. I knit two prirs of stockings for myself ond reed Webster's Bibles 
That winter and next summer I read from Genosis tc Psalms and «s good pasen more. I 
hed round the four gospels in school and could not undorstrnd why Josus was crucificd 


four times. I finally asked my mother and sho oxplainod that t ho toadhor was not in- 
terosted in hor pupils ovidently. Tho first winter a minister esmo into tho neigh-

porhocd and finslly preachod in the cvening et our housc, Mr. “Nobstor boing intcrest- 
ed in such. Thet end tho funoral scrmon of Uncle Lestor in our house was 211 I hoard 
for four yerrs. The second secson Moulton's poople Mary's grandfather's folks movod 
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in and staid at our house while building theirs. The fomily consisted of fnthor, 
mother, four boys end two girls, All togothor wo had quite . full house. Hrd throo 
months school noxt summer, and thon tho following wintor hed Roynl Rumsey for torchor,. 


Unclo Benoni Glenson hed boon in Doxtor a while with « cousin, Torry by name. Wil- 
liam Rumsey had como wost and stzyod at Uncle Henry Rumsey's at Ann Arbor whore his 
sistor Emily livod, Aftorward ho end Royal bought land on Green Oak Plains and Emi- 
ly kept house. 


Somotime in 1832 father subscribod for one of the two newspapers then published in 
Detroit. The namo was tho “Courier” but was soon mergod with the "Journal" and call- 
od the “Journal and tho Courior,." Fathor took tho peper, printed from the samo of- 
fico a s long as ho lived. Your father did the same, so now I havo road a papor that 
has had many clinsos from 1832-1907. In 1835 father concluded to soo and go whero 

he could got moro lnnd. About the samo timo Mr. Hardy's folks camo and stoppod with 
use Fathor end Mother wished to go to Vermont to spond the wintor, so our goods 

woro packed up and Mr. Hardy's pooplo lived thore until they movod to Ocooln, thon 
Yowoll, In tho spring Joseph Rumsoy's came about tho same timo and occupiod na house 
ownod by a men named Brown who was away for tho wintor,. Whon rondy to lonvo Mr, 
Crittenden took us to Detroit. Father wns obligod to stay for owhilo. The govorn- 
ment survoy of the lend in the north was not yot completed and he hed to wait until 
lIetor. Fathor put mother end I abosrd a stonmbont U. §. bound for Buffnlo,. 


The morning wo wore duo thero was a galo from tho west and overyone was alarmed. Tho 
bont becnmo unmanageable = stuck ageinst » pier and stovo the unper works of ono sido 
thon struck agsin; thon wont poll-mell into anothor stcamor at anchor and the bowsprit 
wont through her cnd pinned both fast togothor. Tho pessongors wore hurricd on shore 
in a twinkling. Tho stewerd snid fivo minutos end the bontwould have boon wrecked, 
Tho wind upset strong mon in the streets. I cannot describe tho torrors of thrt aw- 
ful dey. « » « Toward midnight the wind abated but tho night wns full of alerms, 
perticulorly fires. Threo schooners wore blown in by the gerlo, ono had three men 
lnshed to the rigging. »« « « It wont hither and thithor, finally brovght up length- 
wise across the canrl cnd rosted ngninst warchouses on ocither side. Two wecks lntor 
when my father came dovm on tho last bort of the sonson, it was still thero, high 

end dry. Several years letor Judge Turner was in Buffelo during o grle from tho wost, 
thought it was awful, but it wns not attondod by as many casunltics es tho one wo 
were ine Strangoly onough as I was writing this Julian Smith phoned from Howell that 
Judge Turnor was dend - diced April 9, agod 96. That wintor was an uncommonly sovoro 
ono, such snow, bedly driftod. lir. Justin Jonnings hed shoop snowed undor somo wooks 
bofora relonscd, 


My grendfathor Rumsey dicd during tho wintor, ho wes 86. In the spring father was 
quite anxious to bo gone, but the season was lote and it wos woll along towards Mry 
whon we started, wont by cennl as was tho rule. iwdhon norr tho 69 milo lovol, nevi- 
getion wes suspended by « broak in tho canal somowhoro on the levol “nd so bonts had 
to lny by, some eight drys, and during tho writ somo 550 bonts hed formed in lino 
rlong the ecnel. About sundowm tho docks wero fillod with omigronts sitting sround 

on boxos nd begeagee J usd to think of immonso blick snekes winding sround. Roach- 
ing Buffolo wo took passrgo on steamer "Columbus," Nothing nctoworthy occurrod save 
boing groundod trying to go to Clevolend, being so horvily lnde,mon, women and chil- 
dran ond luggrge were trensportod to the city in small bonts. I forgot to say that 
Amos Root, Artemus Herdy and Pomeroy “instmen woro of our party.

Genealogical Notes on the Rumsey-Crittenden Families 


The author of the foregoing pioneer sketch was the daughter of Joel B, Rumsey, who 
came with his femily from Hubbardton, Vermont and settled at Salivre, Mich. in Oct, 
1831. He was a brother of Elisha Walker Rumsey, one of the founders of Ann Arbor in 
1824 and of Henry Rumsey, whe had elso settled at Ann Arbor in 1826 on lands of 
which the University csmpus is now a part. Other Rumscys mentioned were Joseph and 
his son Jesse and ‘.illioam Rumsey, father of Jocl, who died February 22, 1836 in 
Hubbardton, Vt. The wife of Joel Rumsey was Mchitsble Gleason, Benoni Glenson 

was her brother. Betsey Rumsev, sistcr of Joel, was married to Ira Jennings, bro- 
ther of Justin. Tho Jonninss remained in Vermont. 


On her twenty-sixth birthday, February 22, 1851, «s she states in her history, 
Veriette Rumsey married (as his second wife) Lewis C. Crittenden of Sealine and 
went to live in that neighborhood. Lewis C. Crittenden‘s first wife was Mary Moul- 
ton (1626-1849) and they had one child, Mary of the text, who married Cross Wright. 
Lewis C. was a son of Julius Crittenden (or Cruttenden as the family at that time 
pelled the name), In the fall of 1631, Julius came to Salinewith his femily 
nsisting of his father Timothy Cruttendon, his mother Lucy (Thompson) Cruttenden 
56-1851), his sister Parley with her husband George Partridge and five children, 
his wifo (second) Nerisse Carr (1789-1869) end six children. Of the childron 
were Byron Crittenden and wife Eliza Morgsan, Clarissa, Harrison and Emmet. (Not 
Everett as given in the history)

Timothy Cruttenden, who died in 1851 atthe age of 95 years had been a Revolutionary 
soldier end a hirhly respected citizen of Poultney, Vt., who had respresented his 
town in the Verycnt Legislature in 1802 and 1803. He was a fictive of Connecticut and

Shortly after it became clear that the Jans heirs would lose their case, George 
began receiving letters from the British government, enquiring for heirs of one 
Henry Shier, late of New York City, who had inherited property in Halifax, from a 
bachelor uncle.

Burial was in Highland Cemetery, at 
Ypsilanti. Charles Shier was Representative from ‘lashtenaw Co., Mich., 1855- 
1866. He was supervisor of Ypsilanti Twp., in 1860. Before moving to Michigan, 
he had been, for twenty years, a resident of Paterson, N. Js, where ho was a ~ 
manufacturer of cotton goods. He moved, with his family, to Ypsilanti in 1845, 
and engaged in farming, until his desth, thirty-five years later. In politics, 
Charles Shier was first a Whig, later a Republican. During the Civil “Jar he was 
an active member of the “underground railroad." In early life, he was a fervent 
member of the lethodist church. His conflict with the Church over the issue of 
"sanctification by faith,” led to the threat of a church trial. After publicly 
presenting the membership with 'is version of the matter, Charles took his fam- 
ily into tha Presbyterian church. Those strong Shier convictions in politics 
and religion prevailed, 

Daniel Ridgway, father of Bets 


ey (Ridgway) Shier, was the youngest son of an 
old Ashton-under-Lynne, Lancastershire, family, which, for generations, had hed 
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large holdings in woolen mills, in Ergland. During the troubled times in England, 
fol-owing tho irdustrial revoiution, Daniel expressed himeli freely about the want 
of law end order, under the current froverament. His father and brothers tried to 
Quiet his criticisms, wut Danial would have none of it, Word came, one day, that 
“the King's men" were efter Deniel, to quell his insubordination. With his wife, 
Anne, ond their two daughters, he hurried to the waterfront, only to find no ship; 
an old sailing vessel that hed just come into port, badly damaged by a storm, was 
the only vessel at nand. With no time to waste, Deniel bought the vessel and started 
for New York. After a hazardous voyage, the family finelly reached New York on 
Christmas day, 1818. With no money, nothing in the way of bagsage, and no idea 
where to go, the family started up the streets Before they had gone far, a men saw 
them, rushed up exclaiming, “Why, Mr. Daniel, where did you come from? Come home 

to dinner with me." The man was e weaver from Daniel's family’s mills in mngland. 
In a short time, Daniel Ridgway was making money in Peterson, N. Ye 

When people began roing to Michigan, in the late 1830s and early 1840s, many Eng- 
lish families went tc the Huron Valley. Daniel Ridgway came, too, to look the country 
over, with an ides of settling his son Charles in an English settlement. He chose 
the most beautiful view that he could find, two miles southeast of Ypsilanti, on 
the river road to Rawsonville. It was on high bluffs overlooking the winding river 
(now a part of Ford Lake). Wo thought was given to the quality of the land, which 
proved to be worthless. Here Daniel built a city house - a duplicate of his own 
home in the east: basement kitchen, dumb-waiter to a dining room onthe first 
floor, with morning room, library and office. The second floor included e« drawing 
room and the family bedrooms. Servants rooms were provided on ea third floor, with 
a great winding stairway from basement to the top of the building. ‘When all was 
completed, son Charles refused to "go to the wilderness," but sister Betsey Shier 
thought it "would be a good placeto bring up a large family of children." Betsey, 
e city girl, with a husband who knew nothing of farming end with nowishto learn, 
no servants other than colored Harriet, who came west with the family, faced diffi- 
cult days. 

The people of that primitive community had never seen sucha house. “hen a new 
hired hand came to work, Betsey met him in the kitchen. Said she, "Danny, show 
this man to his roome" Dan saw the man "Gawping" about and proceeded to enjoy the 
situation. He took the man up one flight of stairs after enother; finally invited 
him to see the attic. Said the frightened hired man, "No, Danny, I don't go another 
step. What if this yere house caught fire; where'd I be?" “Why," seid Danny, 
"you'd be just that much nearer to Heaven." There were many hard days on the farm. 
The whole family suffered from the ague. And when Betsey found that another baby 
vias on its way, her courage oozeds Son Danny injured his foot and suffered agony 
before it was amputated, before the sge of ten, and without an enesthosine Betsey 
died at the nage of fifty. 

The children of Charles and Betsey Shier went to school in Ypsilanti, at the old 
Sominery, which was a boarding school for boys and girls. The students hed rooms, 
but bonrded themselves. They came for the week, with well-stocked baskets of food, 
and returned to their homes-for the week-ends. Despite the hardships, the farm 
becrme © mecca for eastern cousins, who ceme for summer vecations. Evem the Ridgway 
grendpnrents made the long trip once, to visit Betsey and her familys 

In the 1870s, Charles Shier sold tho ferm to © men by the name of King. To older 
people, the place was ‘mown es "King's Flats." During the 1890s, the house burned 
to the ground. Daniel Ridgway, its builder, was red-haired ond tyrannical, but he 





loved his Huguenet wife, Anne Beaumont, with a deep devotion. Thoh Anne died 
Feb. 10, 1852, Daniel appesred in good health, but he followed her in death, Feb, 
27, 1852. Bot were buried in Cedar Lawn Cometory, Paterson, I. Je The site of 
the Michigan houss hd been an Indian battlefield and burial groundse The Shier 
plow turned up many «n errowhend, implement end relic. Buildors broke into the 
Indien mounds, when laying the foundations for Deniel's mension, 
Reforences:

One of his mon reported that it was a common saying among the soldiors, that

they had soun him so often in showers of bullets, his cont and hat had so often 
beon riddled with bullet holes - tho men began to think thot he would always be 
safe. vring his iilness, ho often sang "Rock of Agos." Col. Jamos H. Kidd, 
6th Michigan, commending tho brigade, in his report of the engagoment et Codar 
Croek, Oct. 19, 1864, said, “I rogrot to roport the loss of Capt. Shier, lst 
Michigan Cavalry, who was mortelly wounded, while leading « charge. A gallant 
officer, a polished scholar, an accomplished gontloman, his loss is keonly felt 
by all who knew him." His brother, Dan Ridgwey Shier, seid of him, "His dispo- 
sition was singularly swoct and mild end feerless. As husband, son, brothor 
he was always kind and affectionate. He was e faithful friend, o good citizon,

Artillery; June 30, 1863, ho bocamo a first lioutenant. On tho death of his cap- 
tain, he servod as captein under Goneral Sherman on the famous "March to tho Ser." 
He was mustered out Doc. 19, 1864, and honorably discharged, aftor threo years 
of sorvice,

ANSWERS TO QUERIES 


1135: C=-7: CHASE:- My records copied at Bradford, Vt. and Concord, N. He show that 
John Chase (middle initial not used) m. at Orford, N. H., 2 Sep. 1799, Sally Niles. 
I do not know the parentage of Sally Niles unless she wes dau. of John Niles an 
early settler of Orford who had a dau. Sally. However, I have a record, the authen- 
ticity of which I am not sure, which states that Sally, dau. of John Niles died un- 
married in 1830. 

Sally the wife of John B. Case died 10 Feb. 1819 aged 44 yrs., and is buried at 
the Orford Street Cemetery. Altho the first settlements in Orford were made in the 
eastern part of the township na known as Orfordville, John B. Chase quite possibly 
lived in the western part of the town near the Connecticut River. After crossing 
the Connecticut it was only six miles to Bradford, Vt., where he married according 
to one tovm record 30 Sept. 1821 and according to another 14 Oct. 1821, Abignil 
Aldrich of B3radford. At the time of this marriage he is called John B. Chase. His 
second wife, Abigail was born at Bradford 1 I‘’ay 1791 dau. of Silas and Alsa (Alice?) 
(Collins) Aldrich. 

John B. Chase was residing at Orford in 1800 when ho was between 16 and 26 yrs. 
of age end he had in his femily three females - ono under 10 ane two between 16-26 
yrs. of age. It would not seem thet he could heve been a son of Abel 5 Chase, ce- 
scendant of Aquila 1 Chase. Howover, the 1850 census for Orford, I’. He shows John 
B. Chase wes born in Mass. and that he was 75 years of age in 1850, It would apperr 
that ho was most likely born in 1776. Ee may have been related to Simeon Chose of 
Orford.
